who us'd all their Skill and Dexterity to make the Land. 1 

The more the Storm increaſed, the farther we were 6 
driven from the Ifland;z and it laſted ſo long, and blew 4 
ſo hard, that in leſs than four Days we were very ner 
five hundred Leagues from home. At laſt we were throwa Þþ|#þ 
upon a Rock not far diſtant from Land, and there we 
went aſhore; but we were all ſo weak with Hunger and 

Fatigue, that we could hardly ſupport ourſelves. My 
= - Iſlanders found forme Turtles, and ate them raw; but as

they did all they could to comfort me with the Hopes 
of recovering their Iſlamd again, and one of them brought 
me a great Piece of an Honeycomb he had found in the ;
